‘He was indeed by Nature, not Covetous, bur Wanton- 
nefs of Power foon made him as ready to Take, .as be- 
fore he had been to Give. Liberty vamifh’d at the fame 
time; the attive Genius of Rome was tamed and bro- 
ken, and her Freeborn Citizens became Slaves to his 
Ufurpd Power, and Worthippers of his imaginary 
Godhead. 

This is that Caf2r, whofe Piture the Whigs fo much 
admire, and of which they pretend to fhew us the Copy. 
Bur even this Czjar muft have no Wrong done him : 
He had many great and fhining Vertues, which his 
younger Brother is a ftranger to. He was Generous, Li- 
beral and Magnificent to a high degree, a Mafter of 
Eloquence, and furnifhed with all the Learning of Greece 
and Rome : His perfonal Courage was never queftion’d ; 
aid by his Couduét and Valour, he reduced great 
Countries to the Dominion of Rome, enrich’d her out 
of Foreign Nations, and Conquer'd wholly for her 
fike. Here the Funior Cefar degenerates, and inftcad of 
imitating the Great Fulins, rather refembles Cafar Bor- 
git, who mifcarried by aiming at All the Defigns of Fu 
Fint, with but Hz f his Charaéter and Abilities. 

* Let us now fet in oppofition to this Warrior the Cha- 
ratter of Cato, a Min of rigid Vertue, fevere in his own 
Vite and Morals, bur extreamly good-natur’d in his 
Opiriidn and Treatment of others. He has no Vice or 
Imperfection Jaid to his Charge, unlefs we admit as 
fach, thofe falfe ConfiruStions which his Enemies put 
upon his beft Actions: Thus his Hofpitaliry and Im- 
provement of Table-Converfation were, by the infa- 
mous Memmius, call'd Luxary and Drunkennefs ; whom 
Cicero ‘anfwers with that Contempt, which fuch Scurri- 
lities deferve. He awas a great Philofupber, gered 
acquainted sith, as well as firmly devoted to, the Reli- 
gion of his Country ; for which he was thought worthy 
to be the Pricft of p:llo. No Manewas ever more in- 
defatigable in his Searches after Truth, or more tenaci- 
ous of his Affent to it. His Knowledge was Univerfal, 
but his Genius chiefly turn’d to Civil Affairs: He per- 
feétly underftood the Laws and Conftiturions of his 
Country, and laid our all his Studies, Labours and Paf- 
fions, in that Service. He fpar'd no Coft or Pains to 
make the beft Enquiries into whatever Bufinefs he un- 
dertook, and when once he refolv’d, was reftlefs and 
affiduous till he had accomplithed ir. In his Youth, he 
ave demonfirations of an Undegftanding, Integrity and 
Couns equal to the Matureft.” In the Senate, he was 
heard with Applaufe and Deference: He often turn’d 
the Scale in a Debate, with his fingle Weight ; and 
when the Tide of Faétion ran ftrongeft, couid boldly 
fiem it, and infenfibly turn it his own way. Lucan makes 
him equal to the Gods in Wiftom, and calls him the 
belt Oracle of that Age. Szllu? defcribes him without 
Stain or Blemifh. After the Bartle of Pharfalta, Cefar, 
as Florus ailures us, difdain’d all other Oppefition when 
Pompey was fallen ; but he foon found Cato a formida- 
-ble Enemy; he dreaded his Vertues, and tried all 
ways to win him over to his Party; which Caro dif 
dain’d to come into, notwithftanding his great Power 
and military Glory, and bravely opposd him to 
the laft, in the Caufe of Rome and Liberty. He 
hated a Tyrant fo, thar, fays Cicero, he died rather 
than he would behold thar Monfter. No Stoick ever ex- 
orefled a greater Contempt of the World, or appear d 
i» confiftent or fo like himfelf, under every Change of 






Fortune. He had Refolution cnough to bear hi 
againft pubtick Envy, and a Fund of Reputation fine 
rior to the vaft Load of Calumny, which was Unie 
Jaid on him ; in which even Cefar had no final] Sha 
whio is faid to have written two Libel; apaiif hie 
call d his Anticatone. He was never Carelefs, by: 
himfelf. In his Profperity, he fhar'd his good For, 
among his. Friends, aud in bis Adverfity, was cj. 
concern d, for their Welfare, and that of his Coup... 
He often and ferioufly bewail’d the Divifions and C5 
Difcontents which reign’d in Rome, and inceflayy, 
toil’d to Heal them. When an ill Cuftom, a Pop, 
Corruption, or an Innovation in Government wa; I" 
to prevail, he would fingly oppofe ir, ar the Hazard .
